The Passing of England. 

“Lost England” i.s‘ihe title of an 
interesting voiume recently pub¬ 
lished: The name would suggest 
Salvation Army literature, but it 
is nothing of the kind. The writ¬ 
er deals with the literal wasting 
away of that portion of the earth 
known as England. It seems there 
is going on in the Old Country 
that process of eating away the 
land on the seacoast which we see 
illustrated in so marked.^ manner 
at the “Graveyard of the Atlantic,” 
our own unloved Sable island. 

While a few miles of coast are 
being lost and the sons of the em¬ 
pire are dovelopitig and adding to 
the national real estate nhllionS of 
acres thousands of miles from 
home, no great alarm Is going to 
be felt. Yet it will surprise some 
who have given the matter no 
thought to learn that an area as 
big as that occupied by the city of 
London has been absolutely lost, 
washed away by the sea, within 
the memory of persons still living. 
“Every year,” says the wi'iter, “we 
lose a tract of land the size of Gib 
raltar. On the east coast alone we 
lose territory more than the equal 
in size to the Island of Heligo¬ 
land.” 

It seems that in parts of Eng¬ 
land the vanishing of the land can 
be almost seen, so fast is it melt¬ 
ing away. The last generation of 
tenants at Leasowe Castle, in Ches- 
shire, lived half a mile from the 
sea. The present tenants see the 
waves beat against the castle walls. 
This is at a place that was one and 
one half miles from the sea 300 
years ago. Not far from the same 
place, we are told of, a few barren 
acres of sea-washed waste where 
formerly was an island on which* 
4000 of Queen Elizabeth’s troops 
were once Quartered. 

Three times in recent years a 
lighthouse in the south of EnglEtnd' 
has been removed inconsequence 
of the movement of the sea, and | 
there are a dozen towns aud vil¬ 
lages now beneath the sea which I 
were once on the map of Yorkshire, i 
Churches engulfed by the sea may | 
be seen at some parte of the Eng -1 
ilish coast; low tide at Wirral,on| 
the Cheshire coasl, reveals all that I 
is left of what was once a great j 
forest; and the histories of Lancas- i 
hire tell of an old man born in a 
cottage in the centre of a town,and 
dying In the same cottage when it 
stood alone, the only inhabitable 
place which had escaped the rav¬ 
ages of the sea. 

It thus resolves Itself Into a sum 
in arithmetic—=at' the present rate 
of falling away, how many years 
will It be before there will be but a 
few scattered reefs to impede free 
navigation over the Spot where the 
“right little, tight little island” 
now sways the deep. The fact 
that the end will be some few hun-' 
dreds of thousands of, years off 
keeps the .danger from causing 
panic at present. How careless 
the Englishman, is.^as to the^w;ol‘ 
fare Of unborn fgenerallpns, some¬ 
times. Blit they are such ^“casual 
cdves.”—Montreal Btar* " . ,

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STEPPING STONES. 


Essay Read by Jerome C. Holmes, 
at the G. A, Commencement 
Exercises, i^02. 

If we could go over the course 
by which some eminent man has 
made his way from obscurity to 
eminence, we should behold the 
path distinctly marked by step¬ 
ping-stones, no less prominent and 
no less helpful than those some¬ 
times found in brooks for the as¬ 
sistance of the traveler. Let us 
pass along such a course for a short 
distance and see what will greet 
our eyes. 

Ah ! here in the bed before us is 
a stone; let us examine it. It is 
round and smooth, and marked on 
it in big, bold letters is the word 
“Patience.^^ Xo wonder we almost 
stumbled here, for it is well nigh 
impossible for one to keep from 
slipping on this stone. We see in¬ 
numerable footprints upon it and 
nearly all show signs of haying 
slipped at some time from the rock; 
some, however, are deeply im¬ 
pressed, showing that a few, at 
least, have touched the stone so 
firmly as to leave a distinct and 
lasting impression. We would 
gladly examine this further, but 
just ahead,another rock claims our 
attention. 

What a queerly formed stone it 
is! It has the shape of a head. 
Here are eyes, nose, and mouth, 
and they seem to iuvite further 
scrutiny. What can the name of 
this stone be? Let us look down 
here below this little shelf and 
perhaps we will find it. Yes, it is 
here, “Perseverance,’’ the very 
quality which encourages us to 
press on, forgetting all the little 
mishaps, paying no attention to 
the jeering words directed against 
us. It encourages us to aim high, 
to resolve to make our mark a lit¬ 
tle above the imprint of another. 
As Emer.son has so happily ex¬

This stone directly before us is 
one whose shape attracts us to a 
closer examination. It is very 
small, but level, offering a perfect 
resting-place for the foot, And 
has this, too, a name? Yes, this is 
“Tact.” Alas! the quality so little 
employed, so much needed, in this 
work-a-day world. For the feel¬ 
ings of thousands are daily, irro' 
parably injured by the utterance of 
some unfeeling word or the per¬ 
formance of some tactless act. 

Here the road branches, and 
leads by a few small stones to a 
very large stone, plainly visible 
from where we Etaud, and we no¬ 
tice that on its t6p is none of the 
slime which we have seen on the 
ocher rocks. Here are broad beds 
of moss, and chair-shaped rocks 
piled high with- it. Here the dry¬ 
ness of rock tells of the almost in¬ 
cessant sunshine poured upon it. 
We Wonder what can be the pur 
pose of such a restful place. Per¬ 
haps the name will give some clue. 
Now all is Clear, for here, to the 
right in bold type is “Idleness.” 
The place is wonderfully alluring.

But there 
lurks here one great danger.

heart and soul, as he watches the 
moon and stars so swiftly gliding 
through their courses; now hid¬ 
den for a moment behind some 
cloud; now shining forth again 
with seemingly renewed brillian¬ 
cy.

A Common Snake* 

The common snake, which bears the 
scientific name of Tropidonotus natrix, 
is one species of a genus (tropidonotus) 
which extends over Europe and North 
America and from northern Asia to 
north Australia, there being seventeen 
or eighteen Indian species alone. Our 
common snake may serve as an exam¬ 
ple of the largest family Into which 
serpents are divided—the family colu- 
bridse—of which there are upward of 
1G5 .species in India alone. The family 
contains most of the harmless snakes, 
and it is also illustrated by a small 
snake, Cpronella austraca, which some 
.years ago Was discovered to be an in- 
‘habitant of ’Dorsetshire and 'Hamp¬ 
shire. The coronella feeds exclusively 
on lizards, slow worms, and small 
snakes. Though harmless, it will bite. 
—Quarterly Review.
